Early Studies in L ocal Anaesthesia 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
I WONDER HOW many ev en 
noticed tha obituary notice, let 
alont pautad to think of the im­ 
portance of the work the man had 
done. It was not a conspicuous new 
tic*: in “Time” it was placed 
fourth on the list: ev idently the 
death of Lord Charles Arthur 
Cav endish, who nev er did a thing 
in his life out of the routine except

be born second son of the Duke of 
Dev onshire, and a Holly wood pro­ 
ducer, and a millionaire art col­ 
le c ts were considered of more 
importance than—“Dr. Karl Kel­ 
ler, 86, ophthalmologist, in Man­ 
hattan. He was the first doctor to 
use cocaine as a local anaesthetic.” 
Karl Roller died on the anni­ 
v ersary of his great discov ery . It 
was in 1884, sixty y ears ago, when 
he was a y oung man of 26, that 
there was published in the Vienna 
Weekly Medical Journal the article 
“on th* action of cocaine as an 
anaesthetic in the ey e.” 
Experiments With Cocaine 
Young Roller was working there 
as an interne in the General Hos­ 
pital of Vienna. Among the at­ 
tending phy sic ia n s whom he 
serv ed was Dr. Sigmund Freud, 
afterwards world famous as the 
psy chologist who introduced the 
procedure of psy cho-analy sis to 
the world. Dr. Freud alway s inter­ 
ested in nerv es had been curious 
about the action of cocaine, the 
alkaloid which Nieman had iso­ 
lated from the coca plant in 1859. 
He found it paraly zed nerv e end­ 
ings, rendering them dead to pain. 
Dr. Freud knew that y oung Rol­ 
ler was interested in the ey e, was 
working towards specializing in 
that field. He suggested to him 
that cocaine might be used locally 
in the conjunctiv al sac of the ey e 
to deaden pain for operations. ‘‘I 
hav e started,” wrote Roller, in his 
original paper, “with the premise 
that a substance which paraly zes 
the terminal sensory nerv es of the 
mucous membrane of the tongue 
would not act v ery differently on 
those of the cornea and conjunc­ 
tiv a. if a few- drops of an aqueous 
solution of muriate of cocaine are 
dropped in the cornea of a guinea 


pig, a rabbit or a dog, after a pe­ 
riod of 30 seconds the animal’s 
ey e assumes a peculiar expression 
of rigidity . If one now touches the 
cornea of the animal with th* head 
of a pin, being careful not to come 
in contact with the ey elashes, no 
reflex closure of the lid occurs, as 
would otherwise happen. I then 
experimented on my self and found 
that after installation of a two per 
cent solution into my conjunctiv al 
sac, the cornea could be touched 
with the head of a pin with no 
pain, indeed with no sensation 
whatev er resulting.” 


Introduced Local Anaesthesia 


The discov ery , o f course, was of 
momentous help in many way s to 
ey e sufferers. The pain and irrita­ 
tion of a cinder or other foreign 
body in the ey e could be quieted so 
that the patient could keep quiet 
long enough for the doctor to 
re­ 
mo ve it. Ey e operations could be 
performed without the dangers at­ 
tendant on a general anaesthetic. 
It was, in fact, the second step 
in the conquest of pain. The first 
step had been made in 1842 when 
Crawford W. Ix>ng, a country 
practitioner in Georgia, had ad­ 
ministered ether by inhalation in 
order to perform a surgical opera­ 
tion, which he prov ed could be done 
without the patient feeling any 
pain. Roller’s demonstration was 
the second great step because it 
introduced local anaesthesia. The 
principle of local anaesthesia is 
“why should the whole body be 
put to sleep and rendered insensi­ 
tiv e with all the consequences of 
intoxication, possible shock and 
nausea and v omiting when only 
one part of the body is to be oper­ 
ated on and that part alone can be 
rendered free from pain ?” 
Later steps were the use of 
spinal anaesthesia and now the 
patient can be rendered anaesthe­ 
tic by substances taken by mouth 
or v ein.

Roller’s 
time—nov ocaine for skin infiltra­ 
tion and holocaine and buty n for 
the ey e. But to Dr. Roller goes 
the credit for the first discov ery 
of this wonderful adv ance. I do 
not know the exact date when he 
settled in New York to practice 
his specialty of the ey e, but it 
must hav e been ov er forty y ears 
ago.

Relea sed b y Centra l Press Asso cia tio n 
MORE CORN will be grown .in 
Victory gardens ti.is y ear than 
ev er before since many hav e dis­ 
cov ered 
how delicious 
corn 
is 
which has been dried or stored in 
a deep freeze unit for winter use. 
Only a comparativ ely 
small 
amount of seed is required for a 
conv planting in the Victory gar­ 
den but the seed used should be of. 
the v ery best. Poor quality seed 
p r o d uc e s only disappointment. 
The 
best seed is the cheapest, 
since the y ield will be larger and 
the quality superior Only hy brid 
v arieties of corn should be used. 
Seed sav ed fhom hy brids, how­ 
ev er, will not come true to ty pe 1 
th# fo llo wing y ear, therefo re new 


hy brid seed must be purchased 
each y ear. 
Sweet c o r n , especially that 
which is planted early , should be 
treated with the new, improv ed 
Semesan Jr. The difference be- 
between untreatea and treated 
corn is illustrated in the accom­ 
pany ing Garden-Graph. T r e a t ­ 
ment generally protects the seed 
from decay ing should the weather 
after planting turn cold and wet. 
A strong com seedling will liv e 
under conditions which will cause 
a weak seedling to die. The seed­ 
lings from com which has been 
treated are also protected against 
blight 
and ro o t ro t caused by 
fungi.
